Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Fiftieth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  City  Police  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1923,  and  the  Eighth  An- 
nual Report  under  the  Commission  Charter. 

Miscellaneous  property  to  the  value  of  $393,699.97  was 
reported  stolen,  of  which  property  to  the  value  of  $289,- 
720.19,  or  76.13  per  cent.,  was  recovered.  Miscellaneous 
property  to  the  value  of  $16,358.24  was  reported  as  lost,  of 
which  property  to  the  value  of  $13,271.23  was  found,  or 
75.01  per  cent.  In  addition,  property  of  this  class  to  the 
value  of  $42,497.31  was  recovered  on  complaints  from  other 
cities.  Also,  property  of  this  class  to  the  value  of  $8,287.00 
reported  stolen  in  1922  was  recovered  during  the  year  1923. 

Bicycles,  motorcycles  and  horse-drawn  vehicles  to  the 
value  of  $6,795.00  were  stolen,  of  which  property  to  the 
value  of  $3,455.00,  or  50.85  per  cent.,  was  recovered. 

Automobiles  to  the  value  of  $787,160.00  were  stolen,  of 
which  property  to  the  value  of  $724,400.00  was  recovered, 
or  92.02  per  cent.  Automobiles  to  the  number  of  2,102  were 
reported  stolen  in  the  city,  of  which  1,880,  or  89.44  per  cent, 
were  recovered.  The  total  number  of  automobiles  taken  in 
the  city  and  not  recovered  was  222.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  100  automobiles  were  recovered  on  complaints  from 
other  cities.  A  total  of  306  automobile  thieves  were 
arrested. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  was 
29,948,  an  increase  of  4,473  as  compared  with  the  year 
1922. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of 
The  Council  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation  that  has  been 
extended  to  the  department  during  the  past  year.

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HOMICIDES 


First  Precinct 

About  10:10  p.  m.,  February  4,  1923,  John  Sciabone, 
thirty  years  old,  of  373  James  Street,  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
was  found  dead  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  140  Carolina 
Street.  An  extensive  investigation,  which  extended  into 
Canada,  was  made  and  much  learned  about  the  man.  While 
we  were  unable  to  apprehend  anyone  for  this  crime  it  is 
evident  that  he  was  killed  as  the  result  of  a  feud. 

At  5:30  p.  m.,  March  8,  1923,  Jennie  Pumineluia, 
twenty  years  old,  of  122  Seventh  Street,  was  shot  in  the 
head  by  Anthony  Cheradi,  thirty-eight  years  old,  of  31  Stahl 
Street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Cheradi  had  been  separated  from 
his  wife,  who  was  living  at  the  Seventh  Street  address  with 
Miss  Pumineluia,  her  sister.  He  came  to  the  house  and 
started  shooting  at  his  wife  who  refused  to  return  to  live 
withf  him.  She  was  wounded  in  the  breast.  The  sister-in- 
law  was  struck  by  one  of  the  bullets  and  died  instantly. 
Cheradi  after  running  a  short  distance  from  the  scene  shot 
himself  in  the  jaw.  He  was  taken  by  a  passer-by  to  a  drug 
store,  where  he  was  arrested.  The  case  is  now  ready  for 
trial. 

About  11:00  p.  m.,  April  23,  1923,  Michael  Iacuzza, 
twenty-nine  years  old,  of  145  Virginia  Street,  was  shot  five 
times  while  standing  in  front  of  his  home.  He  was  taken 
to  the  Columbus  Hospital,  but  expired  before  his  arrival  at 
that  institution.  No  motive  for  the  shooting  could  be  learned 
and  no  arrests  have  been  made. 

At  11:00  p.  m.,  April  29,  1923,  Charles  Di  Rose,  forty 
years  old,  of  152  Erie  Street,  was  found  dead  on  the  side- 
walk on  Erie  Street,  just  north  of  the  Erie  Canal  Bridge. 
He  had  been  shot  through  the  left  lung  and  the  intestines 
with  a  .38  calibre  revolver.  Anthony  Carrota,  thirty-four 
years  old,  of  San  Francisco,  California,  a  suspect,  was 
arrested  by  Detectives  Joseph  Stribick  and  James  Ryan. 
He  was  discharged  when  given  a  hearing  in  City  Court. 

About  8:30  a.  m.,  June  7,  1923,  the  body  of  Patrick 
Barrett,  sixty-eight  years  old,  of  135  Main  Street,  was 
found  floating  in  the  Buffalo  River  at  the  Evans  Slip,  by 
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Captain  Daly  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Station.  Barrett's 
hands  were  tied  and  his  mouth  was  stuffed  with  a  muffler. 
His  death  was  caused  by  drowning.  He  had  been  missing 
from  his  lodging  since  May  31,  1923,  and  as  he  was 
without  money  no  motive  could  be  learned  for  his  murder. 

Second  Precinct 

Mrs.  Winnie  Smith,  colored,  twenty-five  years  old,  of 
429  Clinton  Street,  was  found  dead  in  her  home  at  6:10 
p.  m.,  February  22,  1923.  Her  throat  had  been  cut  with  a 
razor.  Samuel  Hunter,  who  was  a  frequent  visitor  at  the 
Smith  home,  was  arrested  the  next  day  on  a  charge  of 
murder.  He  had  entered  into  a  pact  with  the  Smith  woman 
whereby  he  was  to  cut  her  throat  and  then  kill  himself. 
After  committing  the  murder  he  found  he  had  not  the  nerve 
to  kill  himself.  He  was  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  sec- 
ond degree  and  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  life. 

Michael  Terranova,  twenty-one  years  old,  of  393  South 
Division  Street,  shot  and  killed  Elizabeth  Bonadio,  eighteen 
years  old,  in  her  home  at  371  South  Division  Street,  at 
7:35  p.  m.,  November  9,  1923.  Terranova  was  a  friend  of 
the  family  and  had  called  there  that  evening.  He  was 
apparently  infatuated  with  the  girl,  who  did  not  care  for 
him.  Without  warning  Terranova  pulled  a  revolver  and 
shot  the  girl,  who  died  immediately.  The  murderer  escaped 
and  has  not  been  apprehended. 

Third  Precinct 

Edward  Brendel,  forty-one  years  old,  of  63  Spruce 
Street,  was  arrested  at  12:15  a.  m.,  January  30,  1923,  by 
Patrolman  Stephen  J.  Qualey,  after  Brendel  had  shot  Frank 
Radice,  twenty-eight  years  old,  of  the  Carlton  Court  Apart- 
ments, through  the  left  breast  while  Radice  was  seated  at 
a  table  in  Child's  Restaurant,  577  Main  Street.  After  shoot- 
ing Radice,  Brendel  turned  the  gun  upon  himself,  but  it 
failed  to  explode,  as  he  had  used  all  the  shells.  Radice 
died  a  few  weeks  later.  Brendel,  who  had  been  a  user  of 
drugs  for  twenty  years,  harbored  an  ill  feeling  toward 
Radice  for  his  supposed  connection  with  the  Ku-Klux-Klan. 
Brendel  was  committed  to  the  Mattewan  Prison  for  the 
criminal  insane. 
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Fourth  Precinct 

George  Mohler,  forty-three  years,  and  John  Sparks, 
twenty-five  years  old,  of  222  Cedar  Street,  became  engaged 
in  a  street  fight  at  4 :00  p.  m.,  September  30,  1923,  on  Union 
near  William  Street.  Sparks  struck  Mohler,  knocking  him 
to  the  street.  In  falling  Mohler  struck  his  head  on  the  curb. 
He  died  the  following  day  at  the  Emergency  Hospital. 
Sparks  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  murder,  second  degree. 
At  his  trial  he  was  allowed  to  plead  guilty  to  manslaughter, 
second  degree,  and  was  sentenced  to  from  six  to  ten  years 
in  Auburn  Prison. 

Fifth  Precinct 

At  11 :00  p.  m.,  September  8,  1923,  Catherine  Zarcone, 
twenty-eight  years  old,  of  89  Trenton  Avenue,  shot  and 
killed  her  husband,  Joseph,  thirty-nine  years  old,  as  he  was 
about  to  board  a  street  car  at  Rhode  Island  and  Niagara 
Streets.  She  was  arrested  a  few  minutes  after  the  shooting 
on  a  charge  of  murder,  first  degree.  Mrs.  Zarcone  testified 
that  her  husband  had  threatened  to  kill  her  and  her  four 
children.  She  had  found  that  he  had  a  wife  and  a  son  in 
New  York  City.  She  was  allowed  to  plead  guilty  to  man- 
slaughter, second  degree,  and  was  sentenced  to  one  year  in 
the  Erie  County  Jail. 

Five  hold-up  men  entered  the  drug  store  of  Bigham- 
Dambach  Co.,  720  Elmwood  Avenue,  at  11 :30  p.  m.,  No- 
vember 11,  1923,  and  held  up  George  T.  Bigham,  his  wife 
and  three  clerks.  Mrs.  Bigham  was  in  the  office  in  the 
back  of  the  store.  While  the  hold-up  was  taking  place  one 
of  the  men  shot  Mrs.  Bigham,  killing  her  instantly.  A  few 
weeks  later  the  five  men  were  arrested  in  different  parts 
of  New  York  State  by  police  authorities  co-operating  with 
this  department.  Harold  F.  Malcolm  alias  Harry  Martin, 
Patrick  Murphy,  Ambrose  Geary  and  Edward  Smith  have 
been  sentenced  to  die  in  the  electric  chair.  The  trial  of 
James  Monks  is  pending. 

Seventh  Precinct 

Bronislaus  Smech,  thirty-four  years  old,  proprietor  of  a 
soft  drink  place  at  440  Ohio  Street,  was  held  up  by  three 
men  at  10 :45  p.  m.,  August  5,  1923.  Smech  tried  to  get  a 
revolver  and  was  shot  thru  the  shoulder.    He  died  in  the 
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Emergency  Hospital  at  1 :50  a.  m.,  August  6,  1923.  No 
arrests  have  been  made  in  this  case. 

Eighth  Precinct 

At  4:15  p.  m.,  September  23,  1923,  John  Zielinski, 
forty  years  old,  of  47  Houghton  Street,  was  struck  by  some 
unknown  person  at  the  corner  of  Sweet  Avenue  and  Syca- 
more Street.  He  fell  on  the  sidewalk  and  died  a  few  min- 
utes later,  from  a  fractured  skull.  No  arrests  have  been 
made  in  this  case. 

Ninth  Precinct 

About  12:30  p.  m.,  April  18,  1923,  Oscar  Cornish, 
colored,  of  428  Abbey  Street,  struck  Albert  Lowe,  colored, 
of  429  Abbey  Street,  with  a  pool  cue  during  a  fight  in  the 
soft  drink  place  at  327  Abbey  Street.  Lowe  then  drew 
a  knife  and  stabbed  Cornish  in  the  left  side.  Cornish  died 
April  20,  1923.  Lowe  was  arrested,  indicted,  tried  and 
acquitted. 

Twelfth  Precinct 

John  McCormick,  thirty-four  years  old,  of  548  Willett 
Street,  was  shot  in  the  left  side  by  Thomas  Bracanto,  alias 
Wolgast,  twenty-eight  years  old,  of  169  Ellicott  Street,  at 
7:45  a.  m.,  August  25,  1923.  Bracanto  and  McCormick 
became  involved  in  an  argument  in  a  restaurant  at  684 
Sycamore  Street  and  the  proprietor  put  them  out.  Bra- 
canto left  in  an  auto  and  returned  a  few  minutes  later  with 
a  revolver.  He  walked  up  to  McCormick  and  shot  him. 
McCormick  died  the  next  day  in  the  Emergency  Hispital. 
Bracanto  escaped  and  has  not  been  apprehended. 

Thirteenth  Precinct 

At  5:30  a.  m.,  September  28,  1923,  Harry  Haskins, 
forty-seven  years  old,  a  Spanish-American  War  Veteran, 
of  140  Hertel  Avenue,  shot  and  killed  his  wife,  Mathilda, 
forty-five  years  old,  while  she  was  asleep  in  bed.  He  then 
shot  himself.  Both  were  dead  upon  arrival  of  medical  at- 
tention. Haskins  had  been  acting  strangely  and  was 
thought  to  have  been  insane. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  DEPARTMENT  OF  POLICE  47 

Federal  Prohibition  Agent  George  H.  Stewart,  fifty 
years  old,  of  Salamanca,  N.  Y.,  was  shot  and  killed  at  3 :20 
a.  m.,  November  11,  1923,  while  gathering  evidence  at  the 
restaurant  and  soft  drink  place  known  as  the  Genova  Inn, 
822  Hertel  Avenue.  Samuel  Pinnavia,  proprietor  of  the 
place,  and  his  brother,  Ralph,  age  twenty-nine  and  twenty- 
five  respectively,  are  suspected  of  doing  the  shooting.  They 
disappeared  after  the  snooting  and  have  not  been  appre- 
hended. 

'  Fourteenth  Precinct 

Some  time  during  Saturday,  May  5,  1923,  Mrs.  Pauline 
Kessler,  sixty-eight  years  old,  was  shot  and  killed  by  her 
step-son,  Julius  Kessler,  forty-nine  years  old,  while  in  their 
home  at  28  Lisbon  Avenue.  Kessler  was  arrested  shortly 
after  by  Assistant  Chief  of  Detectives  Schuh  and  Detective 
Sergeant  Connolly.  Kessler  confessed  to  the  crime,  was 
found  guilty  of  murder  second  degree,  and  was  sentenced 
to  not  less  than  twenty  years  in  Auburn  Prison. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  DEPARTMENT  OF  POLICE 


REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  SURGEON 


Complying  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing 
the  department,  I  submit  the  report  of  the  Surgeon  of  the 
Department  of  Police  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1923: 

During  the  year,  twelve  members  of  the  department 
died,  all  from  natural  causes,  as  follows :

During  the  year,  26  members  of  the  department  were 
granted  pensions  and  retired  from  active  duty.  Of  these, 
three,  only,  directly  for  physical  disability  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  recommendation  by  the  Surgeon.  The  cause  of 
retirement  in  a  number  of  others  was  for  reasons  of  physi- 
cal disability,  but  as  they  had  served  the  department  for 
upward  of  25  years  and  were  entitled  to  a  service  pension 
they  chose  to  make  application  under  the  service  clause  of 
the  existing  law. 

The  total  number  of  days  lost  by  members  of  the  de- 
partment as  a  result  of  illness  and  injury  was  12,186.  The 
total  strength  of  the  Police  Department  being  1,064,  the 
average  loss  per  man  was  11.45  days.  Of  the  above  grand 
total,  10,800  days  were  lost  as  a  result  of  illness;  1,673  days 
from  injuries  received  while  on  duty;  513  days  from  injur- 
ies received  while  off  duty.    The  total  number  of  visits 
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made  by  the  Surgeon  in  caring  for  these  men  was  3,079. 
In  addition  to,  the  above,  the  Surgeon  has  frequently  at- 
tended members  not  actually  in  the  sick  roll ;  has  made 
examinations  for  appointment  and  retirement ;  has  attended 
persons  confined  in  station  houses;  has  made  examinations 
and  given  medical  advice  concerning  cases  of  arrest  having 
a  medical  aspect;  has  inspected  station  houses  and  made 
recommendations  concerning  sanitary  affairs ;  and  has  kept 
records  and  done  the  usual  clerical  work  incident  to  the 
position. 

A  recent  inspection  of  all  station  houses  has  been  made. 
With  two  or  three  exceptions,  all  show  a  lack  of  care  and 
cleanliness  and  are  in  need  of  interior  painting.  As  noted 
from  year  to  year,  the  cell  rooms  are  dark  and  so  arranged 
that  no  direct  sunlight  reaches  the  cells.  This  has  been 
noted  by  the  Prison  Commission.  Of  equal,  if  not  greater 
importance,  is  the  absence  of  all  ventilation  in  the  cell 
rooms.  When  a  number  of  prisoners  are  kept  in  these 
rooms  for  any  length  of  time,  the  sanitary  conditions  be- 
come very  bad.

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REPORT  OF  ELECTRICAL  BUREAU 


During  the  year  1923  the  electrical  equipment  of  this 
department,  consisting  of  the  Patrol  Signal  System  operat- 
ing in  Nine  Precincts,  the  Flashlight  Signal  System  operat- 
ing in  Five  Precincts,  the  Telegraph  System  connecting  all 
station  houses  with  Headquarters,  the  Fire  Alarm  circuit 
relaying  fire  alarm  calls  to  all  station  houses  from  Fire 
Headquarters,  the  bank  and  pawn  shop  signal  circuit  receiv- 
ing emergency  calls  from  banks,  pawn  shop  at  the  Detective 
Bureau  at  Police  Headquarters,  all  have  been  maintained 
and  kept  in  constant  operation. 

The  Patrol  Signal  System  has  been  maintained  and 
kept  in  constant  operation  for  thirty-five  years,  and  is  in 
a  worn-out  condition,  requiring  considerable  attention  and 
is  almost  beyond  repair. 

The  printing  registers  at  C.  0.  office,  operating  in 
connection  with  the  patrol  signal  system,  have  been  in 
constant  operation  for  thirty  years;  they  require  a  great 
deal  of  attention  and  are  at  present  beyond  repair  for  fur- 
ther use. 

The  underground  cables  are  in  good  condition,  but  the 
cables  feeding  the  East  and  South-east  section  of  the  city 
are  congested,  and  in  cable  terminating  at  Clinton  and 
Washington  Streets  all  conductors  are  in  use;  in  all  other 
cables  we  have  spare  conductor  for  the  present,  but  will 
have  to  make  preparations  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
outskirts  of  the  city. 

Early  in  the  year  this  Bureau  developed  a  Traffic 
Signal  Control  System  to  regulate  traffic  in  Main  Street, 
between  Swan  and  Tupper  Streets.  This  system  is  now 
being  installed,  and  will  be  in  operation  about  April  1,  1924.
